Mr. Goddard had not dealt with ‘the 

terminals in his estimates, ctherwise

The Sturgeon, River ‘bridge would 
only be a pile onc; but the House 
River would have to be crossed by 
going down one. side of the valley, 
‘aking a low crossing, and then go- 
ins up the other side, which could be 
done on a one per cent. grade.
